An article in the "Sarasota Herald-Tribune", 
November 16, 1962 issue, carried an article setting forth 
the answers to particular questions submitted to Dr. William 
C. Douglass, same concerning the "Let Freedom Ring" telephone 
messages in the area. Dr. Douglass refused to be interviewed, 
according to the article, but finally agreed to answer 
questions submitted to him in writing. Questions and answers 
printed in tfc*3 article are as follows: 

1. Since this is a program to promote Americanism, 
there seems to be no reason for secrecy. Why has no 
sponsoring person or group been announced? 

Answer: Why should there be? The sponsors seek no 
personal publicity. 

2, Is this program financed or connected with any 
local or national organization such as Project Alert? 
Specifically Is It connected with the John Birch Society? 
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’let yj'EEroTi ding”

3. Is it your voice which is being broadcast? 

Answer: Various voices are used.

The above mentioned article advised that Douglass 
had then only recently moved to .'nrasota, also that a 
biography in the November issue of the Sarasota Nolical 
Society Bulletin indicated that Douglass came to Sarasota 
from the Naval /ir Station, Sanford, Florida. 

The article revealed that Douglass had received 
his BA Degree from the University of Rochester in 1949, 
his J.1D from the University of Miami School of Medici. in 
1957, and that he had served n rotating internship ax 
St. Alban’s Laval Hospital, ;r>ng Island, New York, ii,.j7-58. - 
He also studied fir six months in 1959 at the School ,f 
Aviation Medicine. 


The article further indicated Dr. Douglass was 
in the I avy from 1944 to 1956 and from 1957 to 1962, serving 
at the Naval Air Station at Sanford, Florida, Jacksonville, 
Long Island, Pensacola, Guam, Point Mugu, California and 
then back to Sanford. He was an obstetrician at Guam 
Memorial Hospital from 1959 to 1961 and was in private 
practice at Ojai, California for 10 months in 1961. 

His hobbies were listed as politics, government 
affairs, hunting, music and golf, according to the article, 
and he holds membership in the AKX Medical Fraternity and 
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"LET FREEDOM RING” 


the American Association of Physicians and Surgeons. The 
article said he lives with his wife, Theo, and two 
children, Tracy and Campbell, at 6916 Point o'Rocks Road, 


On December 9, 1963, Dr. Douglass reported to 
the Federal Bureau of Investigation at Sarasota concerning 
several instances of harassment suffered by him and his 
family, which harassment he attributed to his sponsorship 
of the "Let Freedom Ring" telephone messages at Sarasota. 
One individual allegedly threatened to run Douglass "out 
of Sarasota and out of the country", which threat Douglass 
thought to be prompted by his, Douglass’, membership in the 
American Civil Liberties Union. f\^ 

Information has been received that Douglass has 
spoken before the Manatee County (Florida) Chapter of the 
White Citizens Council and has attended meetings of the 
Florida Coalition of Patriotic Societies (a pro-segregation 
organization). A speech described in the March 6, 1964 
issue of the "Sarasota Herald-Tribune", same made before a 
Civic Club, was indicated to be anti-communist and pro¬ 
segregation. Douglass charged said newspaper with carrying 
stories regarding the murder of Medgar Evers but with 
failure to mention three incidents involving Negro 
attacks on white people.

The two-minute message, 
which is broadcast to anyone 
who dials CR 3-0369, gives no 
specific indication of who 
sponsors it. However, it opens 
and closes with the words 
‘‘Let freedom ring” — hall¬ 
mark of an ultra-right .group 
with headquarters in Sarasota, 
Fla. — and it includes a plug 
for “Tb* Eat riat .Box 713.

THE SPEAKER, apparently 
a young man, also says that 
if the bill is enacted, no in¬ 
stitution in the country “would 
be free from the evil smell of 
Bobby Kennery’s marshals 
and spies?” 

The message also says that 
the rights bill will produce rac¬ 
ial strife and anarchy and ben¬ 
efit only the Communists — 
“who arc waiting on the side¬ 
lines ready to plunge the knife 
of revolution deep into Amer¬ 
ica’s dying heart" — and will 
turn Negro and white Ameri¬ 
cans into “integrated slaws."

THE MESSAGE phone, in¬ 
stalled Feb. 36, was announced 
in unsigned postcards to Sum¬ 
mit area residents, and many 
others learned of it by word 
of mouth. One young Negro 
leader in Newark said he had 
told many of his friends about 
the phone, and added: “I think 
more liberals are calling it 
now than conservatives." The 
line was busy most of the 
time yesterday and this 
morning. 

The head of the Let Free¬ 
dom Ring Committee, Dr. Wil¬ 
liam Douglas of Sarasota, Fla. 
said the practice of setting up 
telephone “stations’’ to broad¬ 
cast the committee’s opinions 
began 18 months ago, and has 
“spread like wildfire” through 
New Jersey, New York, Flori¬ 
da and California. 

However, the phone spokes¬ 
man said he knew of no oth¬ 
er installations in the N.J. 
Bell territory. 

Dr. Douglas said that he 
controls the "stations,” and 
sends out written messages for 
their use every week. The 
Florida physician said “we’re 
trying to do our little bit to 
awaken the people” about 
matters that are neglected by 
the mass media.

SOME NEW JERSEY Negro 
leaders, enraged by the mes¬ 
sage, have discussed the pos¬ 
sibility of trying to “jam” the 
line. To do that, however, 
would take a lot of dialing, 
since the recording device au¬ 
tomatically disconnects the 
caller after each playing of 
the record. 

“As a public utility," the 
Bell spokesman said, ihe com¬ 
pany "makes its services 
available to all. We exercise 
no editorial censorship, except 
of course in areas of il¬ 
legality." 

A company spokesman noted, 
however, that such a service 


could be discontinued if it 
caused congestion on tele¬ 
phone lines and disrupted 
service to other customers.
